CASH.:—A hearing was had this morning be- 
fore Judges Allison and Thompson upon 
the writ of habeas corpus granted in the fu- 
gitive slave case. 
The return upon the writ, 


of the United States marshal WHS a long 
statement cf the circumstances of the case, 
concluding with the information that before 
the service of the said writ, the fugitive had 
been remanded to the custody of his claim- 
ant in pursuance of an order of the United 
States court, and there/ore that the respond 
ent could not produce the toy as ordered. 


After argument by Geo. N. Wharton for 


the respondent, and Mr. Earel for the appli- 
cant for the writ, Judge Allison stated that 
the first question to be considered by the 
court was whether the writ had been prop- 
erly granted, as the statements in the return 
disclosed facts which were not known when 
the writ was applied for and issued. The- 
application only showed that the man was 
restrained of his liberty by Jacob S. Vhost. 
It now appears that when the writwns grant- 
ed, the prisoner was not in the custody of 
the marshal, but actually in the custody of 
the circuit court, a hearing of the case being 
in progress. As the writ of habeas corpus 
would not have been granted, had these facts 
been known, he suggested the ease should 
be argued as if an application for the writ. 
The argument of the case was then post- 
poned until Siitnrdav. 


AT.VSIIIKOTON, March 29. 


The managers of the principal telegraph 


lines connecting with tho Pomeroy express 
have agreed upon the following prices for 
private despatches to and from California : 
For 10 words from any Atlantic city or any 
other telegraph station, or vice versa, $2.45, 
for a similar number of words from the first 
station on the California telegraph lino to 
any part of California, or vice versa, $2.00, 
while the charge for expressing the message 
without regard to the length, will be §2,45 
each ; making the sum total from any sta- 
tion in the Atlantic states to any station in 
California, §6,90 for 10 words. "The.charge 
for each additional word above that num- 
ber will be 20c for theentire distance. 
The 


understanding is that the telegraph compa 
nies will refund the entire tolls to parties 
forwarding any message which fails to reach 
California, or vice versa, in advance of auv 
other route, and that they will also return to 
the sender any monies paid for despatches 
forwarded in season to overtake the express 
from St. Joseph, which, through any reason, 
may fail to reach that place before the de- 
parture of the express. 


The house bill, authorising publishers to 


print on the papers tho date when subscrip- 
tions expire, and reducing the postage on 
town and city letters to one cent, finally 
passed both houses of congress yesterday.

hate, rather than conviction, thev serve no 
other purpose than to embarrass the efforts 
of abler and honester men, nnd furnish the 
best of ammunition to the very enemy tha 
they would overthrow. 


The duty of al] patriotic men of whatever

CirAHt'OAL.—A French ameteur in the Pa 
ris Horticultural Review states :—" Abou 
a year ago, I made a bargain for a rose busl. 
of magnificent growth, and full of buds, '. 
waited for them to bloom, and I expectet 
roses worthy of such a noble plant, and o 
the praise bestowed upon it by the vender 
At length, when it bloomed, all my hopes 
were blasted. 
The flowers were of a fadet 


color, and I discovered that I had only a 
middling midtiflora, stale colored enough 
I. therefore, resolved to sacrifice it to some 
experiments which I had in view. My atten 
tion had been captivated with the elfect o 
charcoal, as stated in .some English publi 
cations. I then covered the earth fin the 
pot in which my rose bush was) about, hal 
an inch deep with pulverized charcoal.— 
Some days after, I was astonished to see the 
roses which bloomed, of as fine and a liveli 
rose color as I could wish. I determined tc 
repeat the experiment: and, therefore, whet 
the rose-bush had done flowering, I took ot 
the charcoal and put fresh earth on tho pot 
You may conceive that 1 waited for the nex. 
spring impatiently to seethe result "of this 
experiment. 
When it bloomed, Ihe ro.se.-j 


were as at first, pale and discolored ; but 1 
applying the charcoal as before, they soon 
resumed their rosy-red color, I tned the 
powdered charcoal likewise in large quanti 
ties upon my petunias, and found that boll 
the white and the violet flowers were equal 
ly sensible to its action. 
It always gave 


great vigor to the red or violet colors of the 
flowers, and the white petunias became 
veined with red or violet tints. 
The violet, 


(colors?) became covered with irregulni 
spots of a bluish sr almost black lint.—

they were new varieties from seed.

Among the '.-dishes 
brought on the table waa one of "Charlotte 
Russe," of which they all partook—some of 
the ladies taking a small quantity home to 
their children. All who tasted of this'jelly, 
including the children, were taken i l l w i f h 
the symptoms of poisoning by arsenic.— 
Suspicion was fixed upon a slave woman 
Ann in the house of Mr, Lemley, who had 
assisted Mrs. L, in making the jelly. Miss 
Isabel McKee, one of the sufferers, being 
visited, said : "About a month since I went 
to Mr. Lemley's to see Mrs. Lemley, but she 
was not at home.

than the genuine. The signature of S. G. 
Colley, under the word " countersigned." is 
well imitated, but the signature of S. L. 
James, as cleric, is not n good imitation.— 
The general filling up of the order is poor- 
ly done. 


DWELLING HOUSE BURNED.—On Tuesday 


morning .last, while a high wind was blow- 
ing, a small frame dwelling house in the 
town of Magnolia in this count}-, owned by 
Mrs. C. Holloway, and occupied by herself 
and her son, was discovered to be on fire ; 
having caught in some straw with which 
the house was banked, by sparks from (he 
chimney. 


Mrs. H. and a young lady were the only 


persons near at hand. The fire was so rap 
id in its work, that Mrs. H. was unable to 
save any thing except oue bed, and the 
clothing she had on at the time.

Building Ralsiiij; in ?••;,;<••» 70. 


Every visitor to Chicago has noticed the 


process of raising a building to bring it np 
to a new grade of a street. The Democrat 
of that city thus notices the raising of an 
entire block, one of the largest .in the city : 


On the north-side of Lake street from 


Uark to La Salle streets, is a block of buil- 
dings of 320 feet front, varying from 90 to 
140 feet in depth. The block contains eight 
oi the largest buildings in that city. It is 
proposed to .raise these buildings 31 feet 
without any interruption of business, and 
without breaking a pane of glass or crack 
mg the plaster in the least. 


The principal building of the block is that 


belonging to the Marine Bank. 
It is a mas- 


sive stone edifice, 60 by 80 feet, and 7C feet 
-high. Its walls are of Athens marble and 
two feet thick. In the centre of this build- 
mg is a string of vaults 43 feet high, 90 
long and 9 feet deep of iron, and are imbed- 
ded in a massive brick and stone wall. The 
building has a dividing wall of stone and 
brick supported over the main door-way by 
an iron truss-arch, which extends the entire 
length of the building and weighs 440 tons. 
The^weight of'the entire building is about 
4000 tons.
